tin- matter quite thoroughly with 
the Air Force. As you are doubt 
lo.ss aware, this project has been 
reviewed recently by the Air Force, 
the Secretary of Defense, and the 
Armed Services Committee of the 
House of Representatives. All have 
been .satisfied that the Air Force 
bus presented a reasonable case 
lor tho establishment of the Air 
Base at Little Rock. 


So far as I have been able to 


determine, the new money requir- 
ed for.Little Rock will not great' 
ly exceed that required at Hope. 
Since the Air Force and the legis 
lalive committee 
involved havd 


confirmed the earlier decision with: 
regard to establishment of a base 
at Little Rock, 1 don't believe out 
subcommittee is in a position to 
substitute ^our judgment for their 
conclusions. We must, lo a greal 
extent, financial considerations be- 


fi substantially on a par, rely or 


military experts to settle questions 
of this kind. 


You rnuy be satisfied that dut 


to your own efforts and those 01 
thi; people of Hope, a thorough re 
view has been made and no stone. 
has been left unturned to see tha 
the Air Base is being coristructec 
to meet defense requirements in 
the most economical matter. With
